On  a  daj  in  February  1944  a  draft  from  3ourabaya  arrived  at  Karang 
Panast  eonaisting  of  500  women  and  children  and  also  including  a  number 
of  old  men.  They  were  housed  in  a  building  known  aa  the  *Jrngens  TZeeshuia 
Broedars  TJemdi'  (Boy's  orphanage  E^ot^ 'ra  TJandi*).  The  building  '.7aa 
very  dirty  and  neglected,  the  Tap  bad  made  no  preparations  at  all,  no 
kitchen,  no  sick* ward  etoi  only  the  nec9ssax*y  wooden  beds  were  present.

Led  by  a  few  uen  the  bigger  beys  attacked  the  kitchen  and  put  this 
in  working  ordei.  After  Ik  hours  the  first  meal  could  be  served  to  the 
internees.

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The  sick  people  were  Seated  as  well  as  the  circunstances  alloTTsd. 
l!edlcinas,  disinfect  nts,  nursing  rsi^uisites,  beds  etc.  were  not  available. 
Later  on  a  collection  v/as  made  in  the  camp  for  the  pur::iose  of  buying  t'^e 
most  necessary  articles  fox  this  little  sick>ward.  The  Jan  refused  svstec^- 
aticallv  la  rendwr  aatia^anee.  But  TThen  after  a  few  months  the  camp  popu¬ 
lation  was  reduced  at  an  alarming  rate  by  the  number  of  deaths  the  Tap 
threatened  the  physicians  with  boating,  imprisonment  and  so  on,  if  they  did 
not  succeed  in  bringing  about  a  change  for  the  better.  But  medicines  were 
still  refused  them  end  also  admission  of  the  serious  cases  in  the 
*Perlindoengan*  section  of  the  C.B.**.  (Central  Civilian  Hospital).  After 
some  time  the  hearse  did  not  come  to  the  camp  anj'oore.  Instead  there  came 
a  black  painted  "tji'ear*  (native  cart)  drawn  by  an  ox,  in  which  8  deceased 
were  carted  away  together,  packed  one  night  call  it  in  a  few  planks  held 
together  by  matting. 


[[in  August  1944  several  cases  of  children's  paralysis  occurred.  1 

According  to  the  Tap  the  source  of  the  infection  was  to  be  sought  in  the  1 
chapel,  whero  280  nomsn  and  children  were  housed  each  in  a  space  of  not  | 
more  than  40  cm  in  width.  The  Ta?  doctor  KDiDQR  knew  how  to  fix  this 
infection.  The  123  old  men,  afflicted  with  bugs,  were  destined  to  stop  th# 
infection.  To  attain  this  all  \7om3n  with  children  less  than  14  years  old  : 
bad  to  take  up  their  ouarters  in  the  vicarage,  tho  other  women  and  mothers) 
with  full-grown  daughters  remained  in  the  chapel  and  the  old  men  from  the 
vicarage  were  sent  over  to  the  chcpcl.  Tna  Ta-'  cam  commander  SUmi  | 
ordered  these  old  and  frequently  unclean  mer  to  be  bedded  down  amongst  ^48! 
weraan  which  '.ould  create  n  parfeat  remad-  Hr7aln3t  thr  infection.  A  furious  1 
protest  from  the  side  of  the  romen  r-'.sulted  in  the  men  being  bedded  in  the' 
central  section.  The  women  Immediately  started  to  stretc''  blankets  across { 
by  way  of  partitions  but  this  StlTTI  would  not  allow.  Tho  men  were  just 
ancients  and  the  xfomen  had  no  raason  to  be  so  prudish.  ^Teither  the  doctor | 
K011D0B  nor  SLTTr  ever  realised  or  would  reelize  that  the  best  and  only 
remedj'  was  to  give  everybody  more  spuae.  It  wr.s  Just  a  preconceived  1 

intentional  vexation  as  ba.oened  so  often  in  this  comp.  In  T'arcb  1944  the 
number  of  internees  in  this  comp  amounted  to  2100.  leople  were  crammed  in  o 
every  available  space,  even  in  an  old  godown  that  was  continually  damp  and 
dark.  Everybody  was  allotted  a  space  of  40  cm.  in  width,  but  nothing  migh': 
be  put  under  beds,  not  oven  shoes.J 


On  tho  first  of  April  19^4  we  were  aldressad  by  a  number  of  Ta,3anes0. 
After  this  big  event  the  TOmen  and  children  were  regarded  as  'prisoners  of 
war".  '*'6  T.ere  under  military  disciplino  and  from  now  on  we  were  guarded 
by  Tapanese  and  Hoiho's.  The  constaoles  who  were  on  guard  before,  never 
entered  the  oanp  again.  One  advantage  we  should  have  in  comparison  with 
the  male  prisoners  'nd  that  because  we  would  be  treated  in  accordance  with 
our  own  manners  end  custvus.  "e  all  had  tc  swear  allegiance  to  Nippon, 
which  was  done  by  the  vai-ious  leaders  for  the  )Aole  canp.  Ijp  to  the  first 
of  April  those  lenders  had  directed  all  the  activities  in  the  canp,  but  now 
Nippon  took  command} 
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a)  Hi*  garden  muat  be  eleaai  not  a  single  leaf  muat  be  found  on  the 
earthi  and  ne  viere  not  allowed  to  eat  outaldo  the  buildings  anymore.  But  the 
^^arden  party  nerer  received  an^'  tools  and  neither  was  the  dirt  ever  oarted 
away. 

b)  The  rooms  or  v/ards  had  to  be  cleaned  once  a  week.  But  there  was

e)  Parade  twice  a  day;  at  7  o'clock  a.m.  and  at  7*30  p.m.  (Jap  time). 
Before  7  o'clock  in  the  morning  nobody'  ’.vs  allowed  to  leave  the  barrooks; 
at  9  o'clock  p.m.  lights  out  and  ever:'body  had  to  be  in  bed  with  hia  nvmber 
attached  to  his  clothes.  Often  the  Jap.  -  drunk  nearly  every  evening  • 
took  it  into  his  head  to  check  t  is  during  the  night  and  did  not  hesitate 
to  penetrate  into  the  mosquito  nets. 

d)  <3uard  had  to  be  kspt  from  9  b.  p.m.  till  7  h.  a.m.  5  guards  for 
every  barrack  by  5  times  four  women. 

e)  3ewing  had  to  be  done  for  the  Japanese  ermy,  to  wit,  oaps«  gloves 
and  shirts.  ’7or’ctlmo  from  8  till  11  and  from  4  till  7|  the  daily  product¬ 
ion  for  ovary  worker  was  fixed  by  the  Jap.,  but  the  task  set  was  so  arduous 
that  only  professionol  seamstresses  could  finish  it.  The  latter  received 
as  a  reward  a  cup  of  oof  fee  with  sugsr,  but  no  oonnensntion  at  all  for  tlia 
work  turned  out  bj'  them. 

f)  The  garden  and  the  fbotball-ground  had  to  be  dug  up.  manured  and 
planted.  The  working  houra  wsre  fixed  by  the  Jop.  according  to  hia  oTm 
tanker  that  dayi  ao  he  either  let  them  idle  along  or  set  them  a  haeiv:'  teak. 

^  a  rulo  the  work  started  at  8  o'clock  with  an  official  rest  from  11  till 
3  o'clock.  During  this  rest  all  wosbing,  fetching  meals  end  ao  on  had 

to  be  done.  At  3  o'clock  the  work  restarted,  officially  till  7  o'clock, 
but  more  often  one  was  still  bard  at  it  by  8  o'clock. 

^UVerybody  had  to  work  at  least  6  hours  a  day  on  behalf  of  the  Jol).  |

had  to  be  left  to  their;  not  imtil  later  on  it  nca  possible  to  leave  then 
in  charge  of  the  nuns,  -very thing  hod  to  give  wa>'  for  the  Nippon  fatigue- 
duties.  ’/hon  t.'ie  reoults  of  the  work  did  not  sotiafy  the  Jop,  he  closed  tha 
kitchen.  Thus  it  h:q)pened  more  than  once  that  only  one  meal  was  served 
during  c  whole  'ay.  Nine  do^'s  at  a  stretch  we  received  our  breakfost, 
consisting  of  1  scoop  of  starch,  at  12  o'clock  and  at  10  o'clock  p.m.  our 
second  meal  again  consiating  of  a  scoop  of  starch,  now  with  aoms  rice  cooked 
in  it.  The  Japanese  camp  conmandor  SDITJI  fixed  the  bill  of  fare.  It  is 
salf-evidsnt  that  the  conditions  in  this  camp  with  such  a  number  of 
children,  crying  from  starvation,  were  most  miserable.  Vegetables  were 
I'srsly  distributed,  the  some  held  no  fruit,  maat  and  wood  for  cooking.  It 
was  on  exception  rf-.en  three  meals  could  be  served  in  one  day. 

The  Japanese  also  fp'ed  tha  number  of  women  allowed  to  work  in  the 
sick'Ward.  Of  course  this  number  wns  so  small  that  tha  nurses  were  obliged 
to  Tork  12  hours  a  daj'.  Holidac'^s  did  not  eocist,  for  the  Nips  do  not  grant 
them.  No  attenticn  was  paid  to  our  manners  and  customs.  Religious  aarvlcas 


^In  September  1944  ivjiialx  i:;..  mea  all  boys  older  than  9  years 
were  drafted  to  ai' other  car^j  nan»  d  r^ogicoag.  The  oonsequence  of  this 
measure  inas  that  tae  vomen  had  to  t^.ke  over  the  heavy  kitchen  duties. 

Added  to  that  the  fire-holes  vmre  always  crackod  and  the  drums  lor  cooking 
always  leaking,  water  had  to  be  brought  in  drums  of  45  liters.  The  heavy 
drums  with  psp,  containing  each  150  liter  had  to  be  lifted  full  from  the 
fire-holds,  because  otherwise  these  holes  would  cUL together  orunble  to  pieces 
Later  on  m  aad  to  chop  our  own  wood,  because  whole  trees  wez^  brought  in, 
who  could  not  be  used  for  cooking  in  that  condition.  Also  for  t'.is  work  the

I  we  never  received  more  than  85  S^anB,  Further  90  yama  flour  for  two  meala^ 

lha  Japanese  thought  our  dreasoa  still  far  too  decent.  It  was  not 
allowed  to  make  up  your  face,  long  dresses,  house-coats  etc.  had  to  be  cut 
knn»-hi^,  hAnatisA  one  can  not  worl;  pro!)erIy  in  long  clothes.  It'ansgression 
of  this  rule,  even  out  of  rorking-hours ,  \bs  always  a  rer.aon  for  serious 
maltreatment.  In  the  garden  ve  v«re  obliged  to  work  bareheaded  and  bare¬ 
footed.  Manure  no  had  to  m'a!:e  ourselves.  The  cesspools  were  emptied  by  us 
in  a  hole,  mixed  with  kitchen  refuse  and  with  our  bare  feet  breaded  till 
servi  ceable.  Anirsnl  manure  '.:e  bed  Co  break  up  with  our  haxkls.  The  women 
told  off  for  this  work  got  a  holiday  every  other  doj’  and  after  six  o'clock 
a  bit  of  warm  water  from  the  kitchen  to  wash  themselves.  The  shortage  of 
water  was  the  worst  annoyanoe,  especially  because  ad'ter  ten  o'clock  at 
night  all  taps  were  running,  but  the  Japanese  forbade  to  use  them  at  that 
time.  The  daring  had  a  chance  to  take  a  bath  on  the  sly  and  wash  some 
clothes,  but  if  caught  the  usual  thrashing  with  a  cudgel  or  some  such 
ihdtrisasnt  followed  promptly. 

^  (^At  the  end  of  Kovomber  IS'44  Karang  Panas  was  closed  down.  '7e  were  ^ 
transferred  to  kompoeng  '’Lanpersarie*,  a  condemned  ka:g>ong  in  the  old  town 
of  Semarang.  This  camp,  originally  intended  for  not  more  than  3OOO  internees , 
soon  contained  more  than  6000  women  and  children.  At  the  outset  the  camp  was 
not  ao  bad,  hut  aa  :.x>re  and  more  internees  were  brought  in,  the  conditions 
TJent  from  bad  to  worse.  Inside  the  carp  girls  from  12  till  14  years  were 
used  for  digging  up*  Outaide  the  conp  at  a  distance  of  about  half  an  hour'sj 

walk,  opposite  to  the  H.B.S.,  the  field  that  had  hed  to  be  dug  up,  was

A  special  bobby  of  tlie  Jap  nas  the  so-called  gedok  (bamboo)  party, 
consisting  of  women  who  bad  to  repsir  the  gedek,  out  trees  and  chop  wood. 
Tliisparty  sometime e  was  treated  to  cn  ounce  of  su^^nr. 

[^Every  month  the  new  supplies  had  to  be  carried  from  the  trucks  to  the 
godown  fey  so-called  supply-girls.  Tliia  originally  already  very  heavy  work 
(carr:'ing  of  hales  of  sugar  and  bags  of  rice  etc.)  was  unnboesearily  made 
still  heavier,  because  the  Jap  ordered  the  trucks  to  stop  before  the  main  gati 
of  the  camp  instead  of  before  anothar  gate,  that  \x.s  nearer  and  Just  beside 
the  godown.  Now  the  girls  had  to  run  about  500  metres  with  the  bags  on 
their  backs.  After  the  capitulation  coolies  were  fbund  for  this  -Tork.  The 
trucloB  could  stop  now  at  the  nearer  gate  and  at  4  o'clock  the  Jap  dismissed 
the  coolies  because  they  had  worked  enough  for  that  day.  At  this  time  the  •
